LIFE 


Friends, the echo of Easter is 
so loud that I am _ sure the 
thought of LIFE is still the main 
thought of our minds. Not a 
LIFE that is to be abbreviated 
by death. No, a hundred times 
no! But a glorified life that will 
last forever. Then, if that is true, 
we are also thinking of that LIFE 
that is of all necessity a prerequi- 
site to a resurrection to glorifica- 
tion. That LIFE could be nothing 
short of SPIRITUAL LIFE. 

First of all, let us determine 
by God’s Word the origin of 
SPIRITUAL LIFE. Jesus said, 
“Verily, verily I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus saith unto him, How 
can a man be born when he is &° Ae 
old? Can he enter the second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born? Jesus answered, That which is born of 
the flesh is flesh, and that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit. Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born 
again.” It’s:a disgusting sight to see a person who 
has only been born one time trying to live a TWICE- 
BORN LIFE. Christ, the devil, your neighbors, and YOU 
know that such is impossible. If you LIVE A SPIRITUAL 
LIFE, you must have a SPIRITUAL BIRTH. CARD-SIGN- 
ING, JOINING THE CHURCH (any church), LIVING 
WITH A GOOD CHRISTIAN COMPANION, ATTENDING 
CHURCH AND GIVING, or TURNING NEW LEAVES is not 

ufficient. A SPIRITUAL BIRTH and a SPIRITUAL LIFE 

RIGINATING IN JESUS IS THE ANSWER. 

THE SPIRITUAL LIFE, like the physical life, has jts 
INFANCY. I know there are both preachers and laymen 
who expect a SPIRIT-BORN person to be MATURE at 
birth. Such an attitude is unreasonable, as shown by 
Simon Peter: “As new born babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow thereby.”

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A PLEASANT VISIT TO OUR HOME CHURCH 

On March 4, Sister Bright and I had the delightful 
privilege of accepting our pastor’s gracious invitation to be 
with him in the morning and evening services in our mag- 
nificent home church at Tremont Avenue, Greenville, S. C. 
Although the rain was pouring down when we arrived, 
Pastor A. M. Phillips and his good wife met us with such 
cheery smiles as to make us feel as comfortable as 
if we had driven down in the most pleasant weather 
to be thought of. All who had the pleasure of meeting 
Brother Phillips while he was Business Manager at the 
Publishing House, or anywhere else in his extensive minis- 
try in the Church of God, know how contagious, inspiring, 
and helpful his smiling personality is. This admirable dis- 
position of his, as well as that of his wife and their children, 
has already won for them admirable places in the warm 
hearts of the 821 members he had when he took over the 
pastorate as successor to our dear Brother Paulk, who 
is now state overseer of North Carolina, as well as the 62 
members he has been fortunate in receiving into the church 
membership since beginning his pastorate there, which 
means that now he is the shepherd of a flock of 883. 

It was, indeed, inspiring to watch the numerous Sun- 
day School classes from their great Sunday School plant 
of near 50 rooms, march into the beautiful auditorium that 
easily seats 1,500 people. The rain had not dampened 
their ardor and appreciation for Sunday School in the 
least. Brotrer Phillips informed me that their average 
was 750 in Sunday School attendance. Our pastor is con- 
ducting a Saturday night radio program from ten-thirty 
to eleven-thirty, and a Sunday morning program from eight 
to eight-thirty over Station WMRC, dial 1440. The church 
has an orchestra of 25 pieces, 4 trios—one male, 2 female, 
and one mixed trio—all under the direction of Brother 
Roosevelt Miller, whom the church appreciates greatly 
for his musical talent and ability. 

I was informed that the spiritual tide is running high, 
even in the regular services; in fact, people are getting 
saved in their Monday night prayer services, and the pas- 
tor is receiving members into the church right along in 
their regular services. This spiritual atmosphere was cer- 
tainly noticeable to Sister Bright and me, and it was, 
indeed, an honor to speak in the services to my fellow 
members and friends. I was also happily surprised with a 
visit in the morning service by a nephew whom I hadn’t 
seen in 23 years. We shail never forget our visit to the 
Greenville church. 





FAITHFUL SERVICE 

A few weeks ago I was returning from week-end services 
by way of the Southern Railroad, when the conductor 
came back to my seat and began talking to me. As he 
looked out the window about six miles south of Greeneville, 
Tenn., near a little place called Radar, he said, “I thought 
you might be interested in seeing something that is general- 
ly of interest to everybody who comes along this road and 
happens to see it.” I said, “To be sure. I am always inter- 
ested in seeing things that are unusual.” And he said, “Well, 
this will be unusual for you, I am sure.” Then he said, 
“You see that farm home over there?” I said, “Yes, I do.” 
And he said, “Well, right down here in the pasture; do 
you see anything down there?” I said, “I see a dog, looks 
like a German police dog.” He said, “Yes, now look.” And 
about that time a bundle of newspapers went out the door 
and landed near him as he was prancing about on his hind 
legs. He picked up the bundle of papers and made a streak 
for the house. I said, “Well, that’s unusual, indeed. How 
often does he do that?” To which the conductor re- 
plied, “Every time a passenger train passes by here during 
the day and generally up to about ten o’clock at night. 
The dog’s name is Rex. Rex is about six years old and has 
been serving his master faithfully as a paper boy since 
puppyhood, and that winter and summer, spring and fall, 
in all kinds of weather. There has, in fact, been but a few 
times that he has missed meeting the trains. That was 
either when his master had him too far off in the field 
to make connection and a few times when he was sick.” 

The conductor, congenial A. V. Brackett, who left his 
home about eighteen miles north of Cleveland, Tenn., to 
begin his work on the Southern Railroad in 1898, to become

over, and they succeed in their en- 
deavor. Yet, many other people are 
too near-sighted, and they miss a fi- 
nancial fortune by looking too close to 
where they are now living. To many 
the goal has been too far away, and 
they doubted if it could ever be 
reached. Because results were not 
realized as speedily as had been anti- 
cipated, the venture was given up, with 
a loss of all the investment, together 
with all hope of a future reward. 

Religiously, this can and has been 
true in the lives of many promising 
young men and women. They did run 
well for a long while, but suddenly 
their faith wavered, and the race was 
given up for a life of folly and frivolity 
that ended in disappointment and 
often in disgrace, want, woe, and mis- 
ery. Oh, what a terrible picture they 
then see of themselves! But the man- 
hood and will power to change the 
situation is most likely to be Fone, 
and some day, in mournful wailing, 
they will curse the day of their birth, 
but it will be too late. 

In Ecclesiastes 11:9 we read, “Re- 
joice, O young man, in thy youth; and 
let thy heart cheer thee in the days 
of thy youth, and walk in the ways 
of thine heart, and in the sight of 
thine eyes: but know thou that for 
all these things God will bring thee 
into judgment.” Saul, Israel’s first 
king, is a good example. He had great 
opportunity under a mighty teacher 
and leader, Samuel; but he disobeyed 
orders, took too much honor and glory 
to himself, lost favor with God and 
man, and died a shameful death. Be- 
ware, young ministers and Christian 
workers, of that undue yearning for 
popularity that can easily run into 
glamor and pride, the canker that has 
been the destruction of many useful 
lives. Remember the words of our text, 
“BE STILL AND KNOW THAT I AM 
GOD.” Always keep your sight set 
high enough to see God in your work 
and every walk of life. 

One of the saddest sights to be- 
hold is that of an old warrior who has 
gone through the thick of the battle in 
want and suffering, won many souls 
for God and right, been a living ex- 
ample of the doctrine he has stood 
for and preached, till the goal is al- 
most reached, and then, to the amaze- 
ment of friends and admirers, some- 
thing suddenly happens. THE FAR- 
OFF VISION, which is not so far off 
now, has been lost, and an old man, 
who, of all others, needs something 
tangible to lean upon, goes slowly tot- 
tering through a few short days, or 
perhaps years, seeking the pleasures 
of this present wicked world, just be- 
cause, through temptation, he has 
been drawn away of his own lust, and 
enticed; his lust has been allowed to 
conceive, and it has brought sin, and 
when sin is finished he will be brought 


forth to a state of spiritual death. Or, 


the picture may not look so dark m 


that. It may be that a harsh, fault- 
finding, criticizing, unthankful spirit 
has been allowed to come in, which 
surprises, lambasts, offends, wounds, 
and makes many to wonder. And it also 
destroys faith and confidence in those 
who are forced, by blood relation, to 
take care of him in his last days, 
which should be his most humble and 
devoted days. “BE STILL AND KNOW 
THAT I AM GOD.” 

It will be well for all of us to follow 
the example of an old minister, the 
apostle Paul: 1 Corinthians 9:27, “But 
I keep under my body, and bring it 
into. subjection: lest that by any 
means, when I have preached to oth- 
ers, I myself should be a castaway.” 

I have often thought of Moses, of 
whom we are told, “By faith when he 
was come to years, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; choos- 
ing rather to suffer affliction with the 
people of God than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season,” Hebrews 
11:24-25. Of this suffering, space would 
not permit a description; but, on ac 
count of only one disobedient act, h 
Master said: “But thou shalt not g 
over thither.” In this the Master was 
speaking of the Promised Land, and 
not of heaven; yet Moses disqualified 
himself for his position as a leader 
because of this one act. 

It is sincerely regretted that many 
prominent and highly honored minis- 
ters of the Church of God and other 
religious bodies, down through the 
years, have disqualified themselves by 
their conduct, manner of speech; or 
failing to properly apply themselves at 
all times and under certain circum- 
stances. It pays to always BE STILL 
AND KNOW THAT GOD IS GOD. It 
is God for whom we work, and not 
ourselves or others. 

There is a reward at the end of the 
race, either good or bad, and each one 
will get a just wage. “For the wages 
of sin is death; but the gift of God 
is eternal life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord,” Romans 6:23. Aside from eternal 
life, evidently there will be a just re- 
ward for labors rendered. In this life, 
sometimes it is possible for us to know 
too much about the other brother’s 
reward.

Some have requested that I send in a bpief 
report of my trip to the West Indies, so 
I am doing so, in the event you may be 
interested in using at least a part of it in 
the Evangel. I sincerely trust I may have 
mentioned something that will incite our 
people to a greater mission effort. Truly, 
the words of the Master may still be applied to 
certain parts o. the mission field, when He 
said, “The fields are white unto harvest, but 
the labourers are few.’’ For example, only a 
very small percent of Haiti has been Chris- 
tianized, and many thousands of the people 
are still under the superstitious power of devil 
worship and voodooism. 

It is my purpose to spend several months 
in the mission field during the next year, as 
the Lord leads and provides the need. I plan 
to save sufficient funds during the summer 

onths to pay my expenses, and then late in 
the summer I expect to return to the Islands. 
If Jesus tarries, I am planning one trip in the 
fall of the year and a second one after the 
first of the new year. I expect to be absent 
from home about eight or ten weeks on 
each occasion, as the Lord directs. I hope to 
spend some more time in Barbados, also visit 
St. Lucia, St. Kitts, Puerto Rico, the Domini- 
can Republic and Haiti. I may also include a 
visit to Jamaica in my itinerary.

When it was requested that I sub- 
mit an account or report of my visit 
to the West Indies, I hardly knew 
where to begin or end. Words are 
utterly inadequate to express the feel- 

ings of my soul, but I sincerely trust 
Qsomething may be said which will 

incite all of our people to a greater 
effort for missions. 

As I considered a suitable caption 
for the article, an incident which oc- 
curred in Bridgetown, Barbados, 
caused me to decide on the one I have 
used. I had considered several others, 
such as, “My Trip to the West Indies” 
and “A Visit to Our Work in the West 
Indies,” as well as two or three others, 
but it was more than that. While in 
Bridgetown I met a gentleman of the 
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city, and during the course of our con- 
versation he made the following state- 
ment, “Rev. Ressor, when I heard of 
the meetings and the effect they are 
having upon our people, I thought of 
the incident in the life of the apostle 
Paul, when he had the vision of the 
man in Macedonia who said, ‘Come 
over and help us.’ ” The gentleman was 
sincere in his words, and expressed 
a desire that we return for a longer 
period of time. 

That is truly the cry on the mission 
field today, “Come over and help us.” 
We hear it repeated over and over 
wherever we go. Jesus said, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature.” Since the mem- 
orable occasion when these words were 
uttered by our Master, we have no 
record of whether they have ever been 
altered. The command is as potent, 
as vital, as positive today as ever be- 
fore. No other command ever given by 
the Lord is more essential or more 
binding than this one. 

Before proceeding with the article, 
I wish to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion to the brethren of the Missions 
Board for inviting me to visit a part of 
our mission work. In one respect their 
invitation was definitely an answer 
to prayer, for I have felt a deep burden 
for missions for a number of years. 

On the morning of January 3, I said 
good-bye to Sister Ressor and the 
children, and began the first lap of 
my journey. When I returned to Flat 
River seven weeks later, I had traveled 
approximately 3,000 miles by automo- 
bile and bus, something over 4,000 miles 
by plane, and had visited, at least 
briefly, ten countries outside of the 
continental. United States, which in- 
cluded two U. S. islands. 

My first meeting was scheduled for 
Barbados, so I did not spend any more 
time than was necessary while en route. 
The first night, after leaving the Mi- 
ami airport, was spent at Kingston, 
Jamaica. The following day we flew on 
south and, after several hours of fly- 
ing, we landed at Caracas, Venezuela. 
The plane refuled, and we were there 
at the airport for about one hour. Our 
next stop was at Piarco, Trinidad, 
where we spent the night. I met some 
splendid young men at the airport, and 
that evening was invited out to pray 
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for two sick people. While there I was 
given an urgent invitation to return to 
Trinidad for a series of meetings. The 
following day I left Trinidad and flew 
to the little island of Barbados. Barba- 
dos is an island about 9x21 miles, and 
has a population of over 200,000. The 
people are very industrious, and the is- 
land scenery is beautiful. During the 
three weeks of my stay in Barbados, I 
became very much attached to the 
people. Brother and Sister Winter and 
their loyal workers have made great 
gains for the Lord and His Church. 
There are other full-gospel groups in 
Barbados, also, who are doing a good 
work for the Lord. 

Brother Henry C. Stoppe, our super- 
intendent to the West Indies and Ber- 
muda, was with us for eleven nights. 
Never have I worked with a brother 
in the Church that I appreciated 
more than he. His heart is in the mis- 
sion work, and he is constantly look- 
ing to the Lord for wisdom to solve 
the various problems. While in Bar- 
bados we preached to the greatest 
crowds we have ever ministered to, 
and we were made to weep as the Lord 
worked in our midst. Nearly 3,000 souls 
were converted and hundreds were 
healed, as the Lord was near to save 
and heal. From night to night the 
thousands of people assembled in 
Queens Park to worship the Lord and 
to seek Him for salvation and healing. 
There is still a great need and a great 
hunger in Barbados, and if the Lord 
permits we hope to return there for 
another meeting late this year. 

My visit in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
was very inspiring, also. Brother 
Antonia Collazo, our overseer there, is 
a man of consecration and ability. 
The Church of God is making rapid 
gains in Puerto Rico, and they, too, 
are calling for help. The great cry in 
the various islands is not so much for 
money, although that is greatly need- 
ed, also; but the great cry is for ex- 
perienced, consecrated workers. Our 
native workers are calling for teachers 
to conduct short-term Bible schools 
and instruct our ministers and pro-

spective ministers in the Word. These 
men realize that when they become 
more efficient in the preaching of the 
Word, and have a deeper ministry, 
they will be able to reach more peo- 
ple. As our churches grow and the 
Christians are taught to tithe, our 
native ministers will not require any 
financial assistance for their personal 
needs. Of course, there will always be a 
great need to assist in buildnig pro- 
grams, as the wages are so pitifully in- 
adequate, and people there must make 
unusual sacrifices to build their hum- 
ble churches. This condition is true 
in all of the islands, but, of course, 
varies with the wage scales. 

It was a privilege to visit our church 
at St. Thomas, also, where we were 
able to preach for four consecutive 
nights. Some were saved and healed 
during that time. The church there is 
making favorable progress under the 
capable leadership of Brother and Sis- 
ter Luke Summers. 

From the Virgin Islands I returned 
to San Juan and then on to Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti. My stay in Haiti was 
entirely too brief, also. We should 
gladly have spent several weeks there 
had time permitted, but we hope to 
make a return visit at a later date. 
The work in Haiti is making great 
gains under the consecrated leader- 
ship of Brother and Sister Herbert 
Walker, Jr., and Sister Odine Morse. 
We have every right to be proud of our 
native ministers in Haiti, also, as they 
are cooperating splendidly with their 
overseer, and the work in general is 
on the upward trend. We were in 
Cayes, Haiti, which is one hundred 
miles from Port-au-Prince. Time per- 
mitted us to spend only one week there 
in a healing revival, and just as we 
were building up a good interest and 
the people thronging out, it was ne- 
cessary to close. 

During the flight my plane landed 
on the Island of Antigua, also in the 
Dominican Republic and at Cuba. 
Brother and Sister James Beaty, our 
missionaries to the Dominican Re- 
public, extended to me a warm invi- 
tation to spend a few weeks with them. 
I accepted their invitation and hope 
to be with them as the Lord permits. 

For a number of years the call of 
missions has been upon my heart. I 
do not believe I am, by nature, an ab- 
normally restless individual, but I 
have constantly experienced an urge 
to extend my borders. There have been 
times when my world was very small, 
and I, personally, was the center of it. 
In recent years, the borders have been 
extended until they reach to distant 
horizons, and Jesus is the center. He 
is pointing to the impotent multitudes 
in many lands, who are waiting for 
deliverance. Not only is He calling 
us to minister to the multitudes who 
are sick in body, but especially those 
who are sick in soul and in spirit. 
“Lord, lead us to them,” is the com- 
passionate cry of our hearts. 

We have thousands of capable, con- 
secrated ministers in the homeland. 
These men are versed in the Scrip- 


tures and in all phases of Christian. 


service. They are constantly privileged 
to enjoy fellowship one with the other. 
This is not true in our mission fields. 
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Our missionaries get lonesome for 
visits from their brethren in the home- 
land. There are times when even a 
Moses longs for friends to hold up 
weary arms. The battles of life over- 
tax them and they long for spiritual 
fellowship and encouragement. 

We are all members of His body 
and are called to participate in this 
glorious .work of reconciliation. We 
cannot all go to the mission field in 
person, but we can send our repre- 
sentatives. We are proud of the con- 
secrated young people who have for- 
saken all to follow Him. We bow our 
heads in admiration and respect be- 
fore the older missionaries who have 
devoted themselves and their all to 
the call of God. Some of them are 
reaching the end of the race, and they 
are calling for volunteers to take their 
places and carry on. 

Church of God, our opportunities 
are confronting us. Our work is not a 
temporary thing but a permanent, 
eternal reality. Let us not fold our 
arms and wait for Jesus to come, but 
let us hasten to our post of duty 
and assist the church in the discharge 
of her duty.

The gospel, in its simplicity, 
its loveliness, its power, that the faith 
of men may be established in the gos- 
pel of the Lord Jesus Christ. May our 
united prayer be, “Lord, send forth 
laborers into thy harvest fields.” In 
every manner we possibly can, let us 
prove to our missionaries that we love 
them, are praying for them, and stand- 
ing behind them with our financial 
support.

The third $1,000 day was the first 
Sunday in June, and the offering was 
$1,250. Between the $1,000 special days, 
the church under the able leadership 
of their pastor, Rev. Colon Dunn, 
raised an average of $200 a week. I

The Church of God had a rather 
rugged beginning in Findlay, Ohio, 
back in the late ’20’s and early ’30’s. 
Although a group of Church of God 
saints, under some very able leaders, 
among whom were Reverend T. C. 
McClendon and Reverend Frank Lem- 
ons, faithfully endeavored to establish 
a church, the group was at length dis- 
banded. 

In the fall of October 27, 1936, a few 
folks who believed in the Church and 
its teachings set the present church 
in order in the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ferd Sunderman. Reverend D. E. 
Boatwright was the first pastor, and 
there were twenty-five charter mem- 
bers, most of whom are still living 
and active members today. 

After meeting for a time in homes, 
and for a while in a tent, we were able 
to move into the present building at 
110 Walnut Street. This building had 
been remodeled from an old planing 
mill. The parsonage was a four-room 
apartment above the church auditori- 
um. Later, we laid new hardwood floors 
throughout the building, and enlarged 
the auditorium. 

However, the Church of God kept 
growing and reaching out until there 
was not room for us in our present 
location. From a small group we have 
grown to a membership of 156. 

Under the leadership of our good 
pastor and his humble wife, we have 
now purchased this large stone edi- 
fice, formerly the Evangelical United 


Brethren Church, on the corner of - 


Hardin and Cory Streets, in Findlay. 
We shall now have plenty of room for

nineteen Sunday School rooms off the 
main auditorium, besides a full base- 
ment.

Text: Romans 2:1, “Therefore thou 
art inexcusable, O man, whosoever 
thou art... .” 

People today are putting up an ex- 
cuse for their ungodly ways. They 
say we are living in a modern 
age and have to keep up with the 
times. Sin is a reproach to any people, 
anywhere or any time. Many are afraid 
they would be looked down on by the 
world or that they would be called 
fanatic. If the world loves us, we are 
probably not in favor with God, be- 
cause the world loves her own and God 
has separated us from the world by 
His Son. The people, therefore, have 
no covering for their sins except the 
blood of Jesus Christ, which cleanses 
from all sin and desire to sin. 

In John 15:22 He said, “If I had not 
come and spoken to them, they had 
not had sin: but now they have no 
cloke for their sin.” The grace of 
God that bringeth salvation hath ap- 
peared unto all men. Men have seen 
the true light today. Paul said, in 
Rom. 1:20, “For the invisible things 
of him from the creation of the world 
are clearly seen, being understood by 
the things that are made, even his 
eternal power and Godhead; so that 
they are without excuse.” 

Some try to excuse themselves for 
neglect of duty. They will try to put 
everything on the other brothers and 
sisters, but God requires the best from 
every servant. They look at the diffi- 
culties of the undertaking before 
they have even tried. We must realize 
that through Christ strengthening us 
we can do all things. I would rather 
make a failure trying for God than not 
to try and be overcome by the evil one. 
Proverbs 22:13, “The slothful man 
saith, There is a lion without. I shall be 
slain in the streets.” Probably we would 
be overcome if we depended on our 
own merits altogether, but we must put 
forth an honest effort and God will 
strengthen our weakness. Jeremiah 
said, Jer. 1:6, 7, “Ah, Lord God! behold, 
I can not speak: for I am a child 
(which he thought was a good excuse). 
But the Lord said unto me, Say not 
that I am a child, for thou shalt go 
to all that I send thee, and whatso- 
ever I command thee thoushall speak.” 

Some people say it’s too hard to live 
right and do the commandments of 
God, but we find that He says that 
the way of the transgressor is hard. 
We can make it hard ourselves by try- 
ing to serve two masters at the same 
time. “No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon.” Sometimes 
we try to put up an excuse that we 
don’t have the talents that other peo- 
ple have, but we find that the man 
with the one talent was inexcusable 
when his master came and found he 


had hid his talent in the earth. He was 


counted an unworthy servant, so his 
talent was given to the worthy servant 
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that had increased what the lord had 
given him. Therefore the unworthy 
servant was inexcusable for his neglect 
of duty, and the lord cast him into 
outer darkness for his failure to in- 
crease what had been given him. 


People oftentimes shut their eyes 
to the need of things to be done around 
them, such as ministering unto the 
need of others. We will say that we love 
Jesus, but if we do we love our 
neighbors and our brothers and sis- 
ters too. In Matt. 25:44, “Then they 
shall also answer Him, saying, Lord, 
Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, 
or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or 
sick, or in prison, and did not minis- 
ter unto thee?” When we minister unto 
the need of others, we are ministering 
unto Jesus, because He said, “Inasmuch 
as you did it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it 
unto me.” So we must not forget to 
entertain strangers, because as Lot 
did, we might entertain angels un- 
aware, and they will also deliver us 
from destruction. 

Pleasure of business sometimes keeps 
people from serving God; as in Luke 
14:18-20, “And they all with one accord 
began to make excuse. The first said 
unto him, I have bought a piece of 


ground, and I must go to see it: I 
pray thee have me excused. And an- 
other said, I have bought five yoke of 
oxen, and I must go to prove them: I 
pray thee have me excused. And an- 
other said, I have married a wife, and 
therefore I cannot come.” We should 
always put God first and give heed 
to His bidding or call at any time. God 
knows what a man loves the best and 
will try him where his greatest de- 
sire is as Jesus tried the rich young 
ruler. He knew that the young ruler 
had great riches and his love was for 
his wealth. He wants our greatest love, 
with nothing else between us and God. 


Some rely upon the excuse of the 
kind of business they are in, or the job 
they have, and say we can’t serve God. 
But I want to say that God can make 
a way for us if we are earnest about 
the matter. I asked a man the other 
day if he went to Sunday School. He 
replied, My wife tries to get me to go 
to Sunday School, but I am ashamed 
to go, because I run a liquor store. I 
told him to go to Sunday School with 
his wife, regardless of that, and he 
might hear something that would help 
him, and if the Lord saved him He 
would make a way for him so that he 
wouldn’t have to sell whiskey for a 
living. Seek ye first the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness, and every- 
thing will work out to the good of 
them that love and serve Him. God 
will take care of everything that we 
can’t take care of ourselves. There- 
fore we are without an excuse if we 
keep on in sin. 








THE ARK OF SAFETY

Gen. 7:1, “And the Lord said unto 
Noah, Come thou and all thy house 
into the ark; for thee have I seen 
— before me in this genera- 
ion.” 

In view of the critical world situa- 
tion today, my mind turns back to the 
wickedness in the days of Noah. To- 
day sin abounds on every hand, while 
men cry peace and safety, and there 
is none. I feel that conditions in this 
year, 1951, and conditions in Noah’s 
day are parallel. 

In that early age, the wickedness 
of the world provoked God’s wrath in 
such a way as to cause God to repent 
that He had made man (Gen. 6:6). 
Gen. 6:3, “And the Lord said, My 
Spirit shall not always strive with 
man, for that he also is flesh: yet his 
days shall be a hundred and twenty 
years.”

earth. Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the 
ark, and shalt pitch it within and 
without with pitch. And this is the 
fashion which thou shalt make it of: 
The length of the ark shall be three 
hundred cubits, the breadth of it 
fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty 
cubits. A window shalt thou make to 
the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou 
finish it above; and the door of the 
ark shalt thou set in the side thereof; 
with lower, second, and third stories 
shalt thou make it. And, behold, I, 
even I, do bring a flood of waters up- 
on the earth, to destroy all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life, from 
under heaven; and every thing that 
is in the earth shall die.” Noah obeyed 
God and prepared the ark of safety 
in spite of the jeers, accusations, and 
unbelief of the crowd. 

Today, as then, we must hold the 
bloodstained banner of Christ Jesus 
to a lost and dying world. We face the 
mock and scorn of unbelievers now 
as we try to carry the gospel to those 
outside the ark of safety. By obeying 
the Lord, Noah and his family were 
saved from the flood which covered 
the whole earth.
